{FOR SUIT ON

TAX REBATES

Thousands of taxpayers thru-
out the country who stood in
line for hours last December
at the Hall of Records to apply
for rebates on their 1933-34 coun-
ty tax bill today pinned their
hopes of recovery on the out-
come of a test suit in the state
supreme court.

One possible barrier to their
efforts to recover was removed
when Governor Merriam re-
fused to sign the 'bill_that would
have entitled a taxpayer to a
proportionate rebate on his 1933-
34 levy. Since he refused to
sign the rebate bill it will now
be possible for recover only if
a rebate was appiied for before
December 5, 1936.

If there is any recovery of
money from the county now, by
far greater part of it will go to
the larger property owners of
the county, most of whom are
represented by so-called tax-
experts. These tax experts will
collect a substantial commission
from each of their wealthy cli-
ents. :
